To the inhabitants of the town of Weare, in the county 
of Hillsborough, in said state, qualified to vote in 
town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house 
in said town on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March 
next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects : 


Ist. To choose a delegate to the state convention. 


2d. To choose by ballot a town clerk, selectmen, 
road agents and everseer of the poor for the ensuing 
year. 


3d. ‘To choose all other necessary town officers for 
the ensuing year. 


4th. To see how much money the town will raise 
to defray town expenses. 


5th. To see how much money the town will raise 
to repair highways. 


6th. To see how much money the town will raise 
to repair bridges and rail dangerous places along the 
highways. 


7th. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the amount of money necessary to secure state aid for 
the permanent improvement of highways. 


8th. To see if the town will appropriate fifty dol- 
lars for the observance of Memorial Day.

9th. To make provisions for the collection of taxes. 


10th. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to buying oxen to use in repairing highways. 


llth. The last legislature passed thisact: ‘‘All bi- 
ennial elections in towns the polls shall be open not 
later than ten o’clock in the forenoon, and shall not be 
closed earlier than three o’clock in the afternoon. This 
act shall take effect upon its passage.’’ What action will 
you take in this matter? 


12th. To see if the town will vote to have printed 
in the town report annually a list of the taxable prop- 
erty of the town with the names of the owners thereof. 


13th. To see if the town will vote to rescind the 
vote passed at the town meeting held March 14, 1911, 
to raise the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) tow- 
ards the construction of a reservoir according to the 
plans submitted by committee as stated in the resolu- 
tions submitted at said town meeting and to take any 
action that may be necessary to make void and of no 
effect the vote or votes taken at said town meeting in 
reference thereto.
